Havana, Oct. 8.— The beautiful little 
patriot Senorita Evangelina Casaio 
Cieneros, heroine of the sensational ad- 
venture with the Spanish governor of 
the IbIc of Henee, escaped on Wednes- 
day night from the CaBBa de Eecogidas 
(House of Scrapinga), where she had 
been confined for Beveral months on 
charges of conspiracy against the Em- 
pire of Spain and of an attempt on the 
life of Governor Norrez. At yesterday 
morning's roll call she was missing, and 
when search was made for her tha at- 
tendants found that one of the iron bars 
of the room in which she had been con- 
lined had been filed and bent out, The 
bar could not have been moved except by 
great outlay of strength, and nil the cir- 
cumstances go to prove the co-operation 
of outsiders in her escape, 

Senorita CnsBio had assumed the name 
of Mother Y. Cieneros. Her escape haB 
caused a great sensation in Havana. It 
is believed that she escaped between 11 
o'clock and midnight over the roof of a 
neighboring house and thence to the 
street below. On the roof of the adjoin- 
ing house the authorities found plunks 
each about a yard long and eighteen 
inches wide, joined together by strong 
hinges bo as to be able to serve as a 
bridge, enabling anyone to paBB from the 
roof of the prison to the roof of the house 
referred to. 

Some of the details of the young 
Cuban's escape are quite romantic. It 
appears that a real estate agent named 
Mariano Fernandez, who was in charge 
of the adjoining house, declares that lie 
recently rented it to two well 
dressed young men. Tho latter, 
who seemed highly respectable, hired 
the house for two months and paid 
the rent in advance. The young men 
seemed to be perfectly satisfied with 
their surroundings, and little or no 
notice was taken of them, in spite of the 
fact that the house was Bituated close to 
the prison in which the young woman 
wub confined, under the dread sentence, 
according to report, of being sent to an 
African penal settlement. 

When her rooms were searched the 
police found a knotted rope and a loaded 
revolver outside the window through 
which she escaped. They also discov- 
ered a bed sheet, aid as this apartment 
was her sleeping room, the authorities 
ire inclined to believe that the sheet was 
used by the escaping prisoner to envelop 
herself, with the object of deceiving her 
room-mates, if she chanced to awaken 
them, into tho belief sho was moving 
about in her night clothes. 

The companions of the young Cuban 
woman say that the day before the 
senorita escaped she received a package 
believed to have contained drugged can- 
dies. In any case tho senorita, con- 
trary to her usual custom, diel not dis- 
tribute the candies to her prison com- 
panions, but waited until Wednesday 
night, when she urged each of them to 
partake, The prisoners did so, and 
they express the conviction that some 
sweetH were drugged, for they soon 
afterwards fell into a deep sleep and 
were not awakened throughout the 
night, although tho tiling of the iron 
bar of the senorita's bedroom window 
must have caused enough noise to have 
awakened the prisoners under ordinary 
circumstances. 

People living in the vicinity ol tho 
Cassa de Reeogidas have informed the 
authorities that they heard the noiee of 
carriage wheels a little while before mid- 
night on Wednesday, and it ia believed 
tho vehicle was used by the Senorita and 
her friends to take them away, The po- 
lice are diligently investigating tho es- 
cape and all the Spanish authorities 
along the coast have been communicated 
with in tho belief that an attempt may 
bo made to embark the Senorita on some 
veBael leaving Cuba for the United 
States or elsewhere.

SALISBURY DID WELL. 

GenernI Approval by the London Press of 
His Course In the Sealing Matter. 

London, Oct. 8.— The St. James' Ga- 
zette thia afternoon, referring to the 
formal announcement of Great Britain's 
declination to take part in the Behring 
Sea conference with Russia and Japan, 
eays : 

" There will be a feeling of relief that 
Great Britain, on behalf of Canada, has 
finally declined to walk into the trap 
which was being arranged at Washing- 
ton. America haB never paid the dam- 
ages for the illegal seizures of Canadian 
sealers, and haB exhausted every diplo- 
matic artifice to evade the award, finally 
demanding a fresh conference. The 
Marquis of Salisbury consented, where- 
upon America calmly proposed thatRtiB- 
sia and Japan should attend the seal con- 
ference, with the obvious intention of 
outvoting England and upsetting by a 
side wind the Paris award." 

The Globe, commenting on the same 
subject thiB afternoon, remarks: 

"As a mere matter of business it ia 
time that a firm check was put upon the 
policy of the United States in dealing 
with this country. In the interests of 
Canada it is well to let the United States 
understand that no settlement of the 
quustion will satisfy Great Britain which 
sacrifices one jot or tittle of the just and 
equitable rights of the loyal Dominion of 
Canada."

GERMANY'S NAVAL AMBITION. 

The Ministry at Last Approves of a Sub 
stantial Addition to the Fleet. 

Berlin, Oct. 8.— Yesterday's meeting 
of the Prussian cabinet waa fully attend- 
ed and the seaaion lasted five hours. It 
is alleged on some ahow of authority 
that the ministers unanimously approved 
of the naval programme of Admiral Von 
Tirpitz, secretary of the navy, for the 
construction of battleships and ironclad 
cruisers, and that satisfactory arrange 
ments are being made both with Prince 
Hohenlohe, Imperial chancellor, and the 
finance minister in regard to the manner 
of providing fundB. 

Details of the scheme will shortly be 
gazetted in order to enable a full discus 
sion before the meeting of the reichstag. 
It is understood that the report that 
beer would be taxed to provide money iB 
ciuite unfounded. 

ANOTHER CUBAN BATTLE. 

Fruitless Attack on the Rebel Position in 
Which Many Spanish Soldiers 
Were Killed. 

New York, Oct. 7. — A dispatch from 
Havana eays that a big battle occurred 
October 2, in Camarone's hills, not far 
from Matanzas, between the Spanish un 
der General Molina and rebels under 
the command of Belancourt, Sanguily 
and Raoulyarango. The fight began at 
9 o'clock in tne morning and continued 
all day. 

The official report published here states 
that Molina attacked the rebel position 
and drove the rebels out with great loss. 
The same report says that General Mo- 
lina had Mb horse shot shot from under 
him. 

A correspondent at Matanzas has ob- 
tained a true account of the fight from a 
Spanish ofiicer who was present. From 
this it appears that the rebel infantry 
were strongly intrenched in an almost 
inaccessible position in the hills and all 
efforts to dislodge them were futile, re- 
sulting only in heavy losses for the at- 
tacking force. 

The inBurgents had only a few men 
killed, and jeered and taunted the 
Spanish during the whole engagement. 
Gen. Molina narrowly escaped death. 

Enraged at his failure, he returned to 
the attack the next day, but with no bet- 
ter success. A largo number of wounded 
and dying Spanish soldiers were brought 
into Matanzes. 

Gen, Jiminez CaBtellano left Puerto 
Principe September 25 with heavy forces, 
for the purpose of attacking the Cuban 
government headquarters in Guayamar- 
illo, lint heavy rains and bad roads pre- 
vented him from carrying out his plans, 
and after lung inarches he returned to 
Puerto Principe with 108 of hie men ill, 
Gen. Ruiz, while escorting a convoy 
from Puerto Principe to San Nicholas, 
was attacked by rebels September 30. 

Tiie rebel leader, Juan Ducasse, has 
crossed the Mariel-Majana trocha with a 
large force, and is now operating with 
Gen. Castillo. 

El Pais publishes a statement to the 
effect that up to date 2,000 of tho 0,000 
ceconcentrados in the town of Jagney 
Grande have died of hunger.

Gigantic Association to Control Prices and 
Output and Check Competition. 

Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 8. -It developed 
to-day that the meetingof glass men last 
night witnessed the organization of the 
most gigantic association, from a com- 
mercial standpoint, that has ever come 
into existence. They represented prac- 
tically tho entire glaaa industry of the 
United States, and their purpose was to 
bring into the organization all the glass 
manufacturers. The association is said 
to be as far-reaching as the Standard Oil 
Company. The board of directors choBen 
left to-day for New York. It is intended 
to procure the charter for the new asso- 
ciation in New Jersey. The object is to 
Btop Blushing in prices and secure a 
reasonable profit for all. Each company 
will be operated separately, the associ- 
ation controlling prices and output.

New Westminster, Oct. 8. — The Lib- 
eral convention waB called for 10 this 
morning, but owing to tho non-arrival of 
the Victoria delegates it was adjourned 
till 2 p.m., and the place of meeling 
changed from the city hall to St. 
Leonard's hall to satisfy those who 
wished to exclude the presB representa- 
tives, as this conld not be done at the 
city hall. The convention was called to 
order at 3 o'clock by Mr. Aulay Mor- 
rison, M..P,, Mr. J. H. K.er acting as 
secretary. Mr. E. P. Davis at once 
moved that reporters be excluded, Mr. 
R. G. Thompson seconding the motion. 
Mr. J. C. McLagan moved In amend- 
ment, seconded by Mr. J. H. Watson, 
that reporters be allowed to remain. 
The mover said that the essence of Lib- 
eralism is freedom of Bpeech and action, 
and they were going to do nothing they 
were ashamed of. To exclude the press 
would be an unheard-of thing. He 
would withdraw with the presa if Mr. 
Davis' motion carried. Mr. Rait spoke 
strongly in favor of allowing the press to 
remain. A vote was taken on Mr. Mo- 
Lagan's amendment, which carried by 
49 to 47. 

After thiB it took some time to get 
down to business, aa many at the con- 
vention were not registered aB delegates. 
The names of those present were finally 
read out and numbered 115. Col. 
Gregory wanted to be sure that all 
present were Liberals and moved that 
steps be taken to obtain information on 
that point. He felt doubtful, he said, 
about Dr. Walkout's politics, for he 
came from a district that sent no recog- 
nized delegates. 

Dr. Walkem declared himself a Lib- 
eral. Mr. J. M. O'Brien then read from 
the Parliamentary Companion of 1897 a 
paragraph to the effect that Dr. Walkem 
was a Conservative. Dr. Walkem said 
he did not recognize the Parliamentary 
Companion and was a Liberal. 

The first Liberal Association of British 
Columbia was then declared formed, the 
office-bearers to consist of president, 
vice-president, secretary, treasurer, one 
vice-president for each Dominion elec- 
toral district, and three executive officers 
from each electoral district. The elec- 
tion resulted as follows: For president, 
Win. Templeman, 55 votes ; E, P. Davis, 
45 votes. For secretary, J. II. Ker, 50; 
D. C. McGregor, 41. For treasurer, Dr. 
McEachern, by acclamation.

T. Sluggott ; executive, Ralph Smith, J. 
EvanB and J. Stevens.

By resolution William Templeman and 
Jas. McQueen were appointed a commit- 
tee to draft it congratulatory address to 
Premier Laurier from the first Liberal 
Association of British Columbia on his 
elevation to knighthood and his marvel- 
lous success in Great Britain. 

At the evening session the convention 
passed a resolution declaring opposition 
to the policy of the present provincial 
covernnient, and that it is in the inter- 
est of Liberalism to support candidates 
loldiug this view. 

THE NEWEST RICH CREEK. 

Munook Promises to Be the Centre of a 
Boom to Rival That at Dawson. 

San Francisco, Oct. 7.— A letter from 
a correspondent who is going up the 
Yukon river on the steamer Hamilton, 
says : 

It was an exciting stay we hadat Ram- . 
part City, the gateway to the now Eldor- 
ado, Munook Creek, and little wonder 
that all the crew who could deserted. 
Wben we left, tho townsite recorder's 
office was thronged with those eager to 
obtain building lots, and RampartCity'B 
boom was launched. Tho fever of specu- 
lation was in the blood of all. OvvnerB 
of claims staked on Munook or Hunter's 
creeks were eagerly solicited to Bell their 
rights. 

The old prospectors tell tho story of 
their camp. The gold, they say, was 
discovered by tho Indians, who told of it 
to old man Munook. Old man Munook 
took $300 out of a prospect hole eight 
feet square and fifteen feet deep. That 
is all the prospecting that has been done, 
except that a few pans have been taken 
out that run from 12j.j cents to $1,25 
each. Fifty claims have been tuken up 
on Little Munook, each 100 feet in 
length and irom 500 to 1,500 feet in 
width, according to the width of the 
valley. 

Munook promises to give rise to an- 
other such boom as Circle City and Daw- 
son enjoyed. According to the best es- 
timates obtainable, it will have from 
300 to 500 pruBpectors this winter.

Ottawa, Oct 8. — Xo official informa- 
tion has been received that the Imperial 
government has formally declined to 
participate in ttie Beliring Sea confer- 
ence. Indeed, only two daya b«o a 
despatch was received from Downing 
Street asking for information, which 
leadB to the belief that the state- 
ment from Washington is not cor- 
rect. So far aa Canada ia concerned 
the position remains unchanged. While 
she /B willing to take part in a confer 
ence of experts she will not agree to 
allow Japan and llussia to participate in 
a revision of the Paria regulations, when 
these countries are not signatories to 
the treaty regulations. Under the Paris 
award there ie atill another year to run 
and Canada will not consent to the treaty 
being departed irom. 

Three Quebec members, Messrs. Bean- 
eoleil, Choquette and Carroll, are trying 
to crowd Sir Henry Joli out of the cabi- 
net, but the Minister of Inland Revenue 
will not gratify them. Speaking at Port- 
neuf the other day he referred to rumors 
of his intended reBignation and said they 
were entirely unwarranted. 

The prospectus for the new Canadian 
loan will be issued in London on Mon- 
day, and tenders will be receivable up 
to Friday. The rate of interest will be 
iy> per cent. 

The Club National, the French Lib- 
eral organization of Ottawa, had ft 
stormy meeting last night, owing to dis- 
satisfaction with the local Grit machine. 
The dissidents will form a new associa- 
tion. The meeting was called to elect a 
president to succeed Mr. Loblanc, who 
dropped dead at the last kickers' r^iel- 
ing of the Liberal Association. 

The relief fund for BuffererB by the 
forest fires in Russell and Prescott coun- 
ties is mounting up, and merchant and 
private citizenB have contributed large 
quantities of goods and clothing. •Sym- 
pathetic messages of inquiry have been 
received from the Governor-General and 
prominent personages in ditl'erent parts 
of the country. 

BANK SCARE IN MONTREAL. 

An Unaccountable Run on the City and Dis- 
trict Savings Institution. 

— There was an 
unaccountable run to-day on the City 
and District Savings Bank, one of the 
strongest financial institutions in the 
city, and several hundred depositors 
withdrew their accounta. They were all 
promptly paid, and this had the effect of 
quieting the apprehensions of many.

CANADIAN TRADE. 

Reports Generally Favorable-Good Collec- 
tions Reported by Victoria Houses. 

New York, Oct. 8.— Dun's Review to- 
morrow will say: Reports of Canadian 
trade continues more favorable. Mon- 
treal reports good tvholeeale trade, in 
some lines active, with satisfactory col- 
lections and unchanged money markets. 
At Winnipeg wholesale trade continues 
beyond the average, and retail trade is 
fairly active, with wheat moving freely, 
The hank exchanges indicate a volume 
of business largely exceeding that of pre- 
vious years. At Victoria trade continues 
favorable and goud collections arc re- 
ported by leading houses in dry goods, 
groceries and hardware, both wholesale 
and retail. 



Mr. Chamberlain's Policy Where It Does 
.Not Clash With Imperial In- 
terests. 

New Yokk, Oct. 8.— The London cor- 
responded of the World learns that the 
Canadian government in opposing the 
enlargement of the conference was 
vigorously supported by Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain in a letter in which 
he transmitted to Lord Salisbury Can- 
ada's reply. His policy is that Colonial 
sentiment should be paramount in all 
matters where it doe's not claBU with 
Imperial interests. 

A CHAN GE_ FOR CUBA. 

Spain's New Government Favor n DifTererjt 
Style of Warfare. 

London, Oct, 8. — The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the TimeB, referring to the 
cabinet council yesterday, says : "The 
cabinet were unanimous in the opinion 
that the system of warfare in Cuba must 
bo completely changed. Special atten» 
lion was drawn to tho condition of the 
sick and wounded soldiers now arriving. 
This aspect of the case was considered on 
the direct intimation of the Queen 
Regent. Regarding finances, although 
the optimist views of the recent minister 
of finance do not appear to have been 
justified, it is believed that with pru- 
dence sufficient resources can be counted 
upon at least until the Cortes meets in 
the spring to authorize supplies." 

The Daily Mail's correspondent says 
the premier has announced to the cabinet 
that the Anarchists now in prison in the 
fortress at Mont Juich for the bomb 
throwing outrage at Barcelona during 
the procession of Corpus Christi will be 
immediately sent into exile or released. 

New York, Oct. 8. — A dispatch to the 
Herald from Madrid says : General Wey- 
ler will fight tooth and nail against his 
removal from Cuba. He iB trying to ter- 
rorize the Liberal ministry into retain- 
ing him in command in Cuba till next 
June. If recalled now he will utilize 
his influence over the army and create 
disturbances in the peninsula, or Bell 
himself to the Carlists. Now that the 
Conservative administration is no more 
than a shattered remnant, the organs of 
the Conservative preEH are nothing back- 
ward in vituperating one another and 
the defunct ministry in bo malignant a 
tone as to clearly betray that there was 
no intention whatever oE surrendering 
♦ he reiq? of government had not the 
Queen Regent herself deliberately in- 
duced and insisted on the crisis. In 
consequence of this the fallen magnates 
of the party, which has been one con- 
tinuous brawl and national Ecandal for 
so many weary months, are being so bit- 
terly arraigned in tho columns of their 
own newspapers that their tempers are 
said to have suffered in the glorious me- 
lee, and more than one has departed 
from public office and even from trade 
with scowl upon Ins brow and anathe- 
mas upon bis lips, which has caused no 
little merriment to the unconcerned on- 
lookers. 

Madrid, Oct. 8.— It is reported here 
that either tho Duke of Altnordova or 
Senor Muruage will soon replace Senor 
Depuy de Lome as Spanish minister to 
the United States.

London, Oct. 8.— The St. James's 
Gazette says that the British war office 
haB elaborated a plan by which the 
Volunteers of Great Britain will be 
liable for service abroad in case of war. 
Hitherto it has been impoBBible to call 
on them for duty abroad, except for the 
defence of the colonies aud in exceptional 
cases.

WEYLER OFFERS TO QUIT. 

Letter Tendering His Resignation and 
Premier Sagasta's Acceptance. 

Madbid, Oct. S.— In the course of the 
cable message sent by Captain-General 
Weyler to Premier Sagasta placing his 
position in Cuba at tho disposal of the 
government, he said: " If the functions 
with which the government has entrust- 
ed me had been merely those of Governor- 
General of Cuba, I should have hastened 
to have resigned, but the two-fold char- 
acter of my mission and my duty as com- 
mander in the face of the enemy pre- 
vent my tendering a resignation. 

"Nevertheless, although I can rely 
upon the absolute support of the con- 
stitutional party as well as upon public 
opinion, this would be insufficient with- 
out the conlidenco of the government 
now more than ever neceesary to me 
after the censure of which I have 
been made the object by the members 
and journals of the Liberal party aud 
by public opinion in the United States, 
which latter is largely influenced by the 
former. This confidence would be neces- 
sary to enable me to put an end to the 
war, which has already been virtually 
concluded from our lines at Jucaro to 
Cape San Antonio." 

Senor Sagasta replied : "1 thank you 
for your explanation and value your 
frankness, i wish to assure you that 
the govern men t recognize your services 
and value them as they deaerve, but it 
thinks a change of policy, in order to 
Buccoed, requires that tho authorities 
should be it one with the ministry. 
| "This has nothing to do with the con- 
fidence felt in your ability by the gov- 
ernment, for the Liberals have always 
said that the responsibility for a given 
order does not fall on those who carry it 
out, but on the government. 1 Bhail 
communicate your decision to the gov- 
ernment shortly." 

Madbid, Oct. !).— The cabinet has de- 
| cided upon the immediate recall of Gen- 
eral Weyler from Cuba. A decree will 
be issued appointing CapUin-Gerieral 
Blanco Arenas, Marquis ol Pena-Plata, 
governor-general of the island. The 
Queen Regent will sign the decree to- 
morrow. 

THE RICHELLIOUS TRIBESMEN. 

Immediate Submission Called For or Punish' 
ment Will Follow. 

Simla, Oct. 8.— General Lockhart, in 
command of the punitive expedition 
against tho rebellious border tribcB, has 
issued a proclamation to the Tirana, 
Afridis and OrakBais, saving that in con- 
sequence of their breaking tho treaty of 
1881 the government is Bending a force 
to march through the country, The 
linal peace tcrnta of the government will 
bo announced to the tribesoiithe arrival 
of this force at their camp. Immediate 
submission to the British ia advised in 
order to avert unnecessary damage, 
otherwise puniahment will follow oppo- 
sition to the British advance. 

The Oldest Sister. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 8. — Sister Gonga- 
zel, the oldest Sister of Charity in tho 
United States and for over fifty yeara the 
Superior of St. Joseph's orphan asylum 
in this city, died at the asylum to-day, 
aged 85 years.

The average speed of 
each steamer will not bo leas than "2 
knotB per hour. 

France in Africa. 

Lagos, West CoaBtof Africa. Oct. 8. — 
A French expedition, consisting of 500 
Boldiers and 2,000 carriers, has started 
from Porto Novo, on tho coast of Da- 
homey, for Mikki, whence it proceeds to 
the Hinterland of Lagos. The colonial 
government haB taken active steps to 
prevent this force landing upon British 
territory. French officials, it ia stated, 
have pressed the nativ s of Lagos into 
sorvice in the expedition.

ROSSLAND. 

D. Wilson, superintendent of Bchools, 
who is on his regular official tour, was in 
the city this week. Mr. WilBon says 
when the new school house is built Roes- 
land will have as nice school accommo- 
dations as there is in the Kootenay. 
There are 350 pupils enrolled at Ross- 
land and '207 in average attendance. In 
Kootenay district the attendance has 
doubled during the past year. Ten new 
teachers were appointed for this dis- 
trict. 

The firm of Cronyn & McDonald have 
commenced action against Contractor 
Davey and the city to recover $10,0:10 
damages for the death of Youclaus, the 
man killed in the sewer. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart., and Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell have been visiting the 
mines here this week. Sir Charles said 
to the Miner: "I cannot help thinking 
that the mining industry of Rossland is 
only just commencing, and that this 
camp will eventually become one of the 
great mining centres of the world, and 
as that industry develops so will the lo- 
cal smelting industry. I would be very 
sorry to Bee any condition arise that 
would in any way interfere with the re- 
alization o! thin. The two industries 
should BO hand in hand. The govern- 
ment fully realizes the importance of 
the resources of Kootenay. It has al- 
ready done much in the way of railway 
subsidies to give the country an adequate 
system of transportation, and, as a con- 
sequence the time is not far distant when 
the dietrict will be enjoying the full ben- 
efits of this legislation." Speaking of 
the railway situation, Sir Charles said 
the Columbia & Western should be ex- 
tended to Peuticton without delay, in 
order that the great resources of the 
Boundary district may be developed, 
lie paid F. August Heinze a high tribute 
for his great enterprise and public 
spirit, 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell expressed him- 
self as profoundly impressed with what 
he has seen in Kootenay and confidently 
predicts that in a very abort time the 
district will rank as one of the greatest 
mining and smelting centres of the 
world. Ho considers the smelting in- 
dustry will ultimately become equal in 
importance to that of mining. 

The branch of the Merchants' Bank of 
Halifax has been opened under 
favorable auspices. The day was a 
bright, sunny one and the first depositor 
waa a handsome young woman. Tho 
manager, John M. Smith, was at his 
desk in his private office ready to make 
loans and to attend to the weightier 



financial questions to come up. In tho 
bank proper was the talented account- 
ant, W. A. Spencer, assisted by the 
genial Alexander Miller, of this city, 
who has accepted a place in tho bank.

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FARM MORTGAGES. 

Aa a general proposition we are op- 
posed to government interference with 
private business. If men get themselves 
into business difficulties, it is a good 
plan to let them get themselves out 
again. To encourage the belief that the 
government standa in some measure 
bound to help men over the consequences 
of their mistakes of judgment or protect 
them against fluctuations in the value of 
property, is, we think, a radical econo- 
mic error. It is not difficult to invent 
fascinating theories, but it is one thing 
to theorize and another to put theories to 
the test of action. At tho same time ex- 
ceptional cases arise when exceptional 
remedies must be provided, and a gov- 
ernment should not Bhrink from apply- 
ing them, if it is possible to do so with- 
out injustice to other interests. 

A great many farmB in this province 
are now under mortgage at rates of in- 
terest that seriously handicap the mort- 
gagors, who are crying out for relief. Can 
such relief be provided? It is easy to 
answer this question in the affirmative, 
but when it eoineB to the practical side 
of the case, one usually iinds that the 
respondent has failed to take some very 
important consideration into account. 
Yet we fancy that it might be found pos- 
sible to do something in the direction 
indicated. With a desire to contribute 
towards the solution of this difficult 
problem, we offer the following sugges- 
tions, premising that they are simply 
tentative, and that discussion may Bhow 
them to be impracticable: 

If ten or more owners of mortgaged 
farm property so desire, let them be per- 
mitted to form themselves into a 
mortgage redemption association. The 
capital of the association should consist 
of an amount equal to ten per cent, of 
the mortgages to be redeemed, and 
should be fully paid up and deposited 
with the government before a certificate 
oi incorporation should be issued. This 
sum the government should be required 
to invest iu good securities and hold as 
a fund to guarantee interest on the 
mortgage certificates to be issued by the 
association. 

Having been thus incorporated, the 
association would be authorized to take 
mortgages from stockholders in amounts 
not to exceed 50 per cent, of the value of 
their farms, the rate of interest not to 
exceed six per cent., which mortgages 
would be held in trust by the associa- 
tion to Becure mortgage redemption 
bonds, to be issued at the lowest rate at 
which they could bo disposed of at par, 
tho principal and interest of such bonds 
to be guaranteed by the government. 
The margin between the interest paid by 
the mortgagor and that paid on tho cer- 
tificates should be uaed as a fund for the 
redemption of outstanding certificates. 
The interest on tho government deposit 
could be employed for a like purpose. 
If a perBon at any time deBired to pay 
off his mortgage he could do bo by pur- 
chasing outstanding certificates to tho 
amount of his mortgage and delivering 
them up to be cancelled, and upon so 
doing he would be entitled to a return of 
his subscription to the capital stock and 
any accumulations of interest. A little 
calculation will show that in ten 
years he would accumulate suf- 
ficient in this way to pay fully 
twenty-five per cent, of the mortgage. 
Tne government would be safe in its 
guarantee, because it would alwayB have 
three years interest on hand, and bb the 
whole guarantee fund would be respon- 
sible for any past due interest and the 
expense of foreclosure and Bale, it would 
be the intersstof the members of tho as- 
sociation to insist upon prompt payment 
from tho mortgagors. The mortgage re- 
demption certificates would not be 
■chargeable against any particular piece 



of land, but would simply be certificates 
of indebtedness issued by the association 
under a government guarantee. 

We make tho above suggestions sim- 
ply to indicate a line upon which some- 
thing may possibly be done to help the 
farmerB of British Columbia to redeem 
their property. The plan may be open 
to objections which do not appear at 
first sight, and we wouid bo very glad to 
hear the views of correspondents upon 
it. We see many difficulties in the way 
of the government borrowing money and 
going into tho loan business. It would 
be better, we think, to let tho farmers 
themselves pool the credit of their re- 
spective properties, and with a govern- 
ment guarantee get the money in the 
open market. This would prevent poli- 
tics from playing any part in the trans- 
action, and would enable the farmers to 
maintain their independence of action. 



A LESSON OF THE FAIR. 

The Westminster fair suggested two 
things, one that the capabilities of tbe 
province in an agricultural and stock 
raising line are incalculable, and the 
other that not much has as yet been 
done to utilize them. There is not the 
least reaBon why BritiBh Columbia 
should not produce all its own butter, 
but it does not. Our imports of eggs 
and poultry run up to a dollar and a 
half a head. We make very little cheese. 
We send abroad for most of our mutton. 
We import largo quantities of beef. We 
send thousands of dollars away for fruit. 
We even purchase condensed milk and 
ordinary vegetables in tho United 
States. Moat of our bams, bacon and 
salt pork is imported. So much money 
is sent away to pay for these things and 
others which we could just as well raise 
as not, that the wonder is, not that we 
feel the pinch of hard times, but that we 
have any prosperity all. If our province 
was not one of the richest portions of 
the earth it would either have been 
bankrupted or abandoned.

We have in mind one or two such 
affairs, and it was not thought necessary 
for the Lieutenant-Governor to call tbe 
legislature together for the purpose. 
Perhaps the News-Advertiser will be 
good enough to suggest a form of pro- 
clamation suitable for such an occasion. 
How would it do to use the ordinary form 
with the word "Dancing" in one cor- 
ner, after the fashion of nn " At Home " 
card? None of the books on constitu- 
tional law deal with this question, 
doubtless through oversight, or possibly 
it may be the result of a dire conspiracy, 
a part of a general plan that originated 
in the remote past to enable the Turner 
government to carry out Us unholy <io- 
signs.

New Westminster, Oct. 8.— This was 
another successful day at the fair 
grounds, giving excellent opportunities 
for observing under tho most favorable 
conditions those parts of the show not 
dealt with in yesterday's issue. 

The display of live stock may bo de- 
scribed as uneven. There are some good 
animals, some not so good, and some, 
when regarded from an exhibition stand- 
point, inferior. This observation ap- 
plies to all lines, but perhaps moie 
especially to the cattle than any of the 
others. No good comes from lavishing 
indiscriminate praise, and it is the plain 
unvarnished truth that so line a section 
as tho lower FraBer ought to turn out 
better cattlo at a fair. Some persons say 
that it was better than usual. If so pre- 
vious exhibits must have been poor in- 
deed. There aro a few very good ani- 
mals, notably two Holstein bulls, two or 
three Holstein cowb and a few Jerseys, 
but the remainder of the exhibit is de- 
cidedly below tho mark. The Ilolateins 
and Jerseys take the lead in point of 
numbers. The short horns are hardly 
represented at all. There is a promising 
Polled AnguB bull calf and a couple of 
little heifers that may prove good 
samples of this excellent breed of beef 
cattle. Theie are no Ayrshires, Red 
Polls nor Devons— and the only repre- 
sentative of the Herefords is a bull that 
lookB as if he ought to bo able to 
get some good stock if there is anything 
in the district to crosB him with. If 
this exhibit gives a fair idea of theeattle 
of this part of tho province, the importa- 
tion of a few strongly bred Bires ia much 
needed. The Holsteins are growing in 
popularity, and with good reason, for 
they are good milkers and have size to 
commend them to tho butcher. The 
mild, moist climate and the rich grasses 
of the low country render the conditions 
much like what they are in the land 
where this fine breed had its origin. 
Thoy are proverbial for their flow of 
milk. The practice is to question their 
value as butter makers, but Mr. Page, 
who has a herd on the ground, speaking 
of one of his cows, tays that three hun« 
dred days after she had calved and 
ninety-five days before her next calving 
he tested her and she made a pound of 
butter in a day. He thinks, therefore, 
that if he puts her at four hundred 
pounds a year he is not extravagant. 
The Holsteins have their champions in 
the East, who contend that they are 
bettor butter makers on the average 
than the Jerseys. Experiments have 
been made in crossing these two 
breeds, and Mr. Hayward of Met- 
chosin is about to attempt it. He 
has a fine Jersey herd and has 
recently bought a Holstein bull from Mr. 
Page. It is not necessary to Bay any- 
thing about the Jerseys. The Polled 
Angus is specially adapted for beef, but 
sometimes the cows prove good butter 
makers. They are ready feeders and do 
wellonrangea. Probably thebeBtall round 
cattlo for the Lower Eraser farmers to 
keep would he the Short Horn. If care 
is taken to select a sire from some good 
milking stock and he is bred to good 
milkers, the result will almost certainly 
be good dairy cows, while tho steers will 
make excellent beef. Short Horn steers 
stall-fed on hay or straw and turnips 
would yield a fine profit. 



There are some very fine Suffolk Punch 
mares and one or two nice foalB on the 
ground. A Suffbl k Punch stallion ia also 
on exhibition. This breed is excellent 
where farms are large and well cleared. 
It is strong and very easiiy kept, in the 
latter respect resembling the Fercherons. 
There are a fe w grade Clydes and some 
that look like grade Fercherons, which 
are nice looking animals. In the carriage 
horse line there aro several showy ani- 
mals. Speaking of the horses as a whole 
the mares are better than the stallionF. 
The whole exhibit shows the necessity 
for an infusion of new blood, that is if 
the collection is representative of the 
horses of this part of tbe province. The 
parade of horses might have been ren- 
dered very much more attractive if all 
the animals ente.ed had been shown.

SWINE. 

The exhibit of Bwine iB very good. 
The red Daroc Jerspys shown by Mr. E. 
Skipp, of Chilliwack, the first of tho kind 
ever exhibited at New Westminster, 
attract a good deal of attention. They 
are shaped something like the Poland 
Chinas, being particularly strong in the 
hams. It is Baid that they are some- 
what Blow in maturing. The Berkshires 
are a good sample of their favorite breed, 
and the Poland ChinaB look like what 
the owner of a pen of them eays they 
aro " hog philosophers." They take the 
world very easy, being much less rest- 
less than the Berkshires and never will 
thrive under circumstances unfavorable 
to the latter. Thero are some York- 
shires, Suffolks and Cheshires, three 
breeds which deservedly have their ad- 
mirers. 

POULTRY. 

The exhibit of poultry iB not very large, 
but some lino birds are shown, although 
the date of the fair is such that it catches 
some of the beBt birds in rather an off 
condition through moulting. 

Taking the stock yard and the poultry 
house together there is a good deal 
that is worth looking at. Of room for 
improvement there is no lack. Yet, 
everything considered, this departmen 
of the fair can be pronounced very in 
tereBting and creditable to a district 
which has so many untoward circum 
stances to contend against. 

MAN UK ACT ORES. 

Not very many of our British Colum- 
bia manufacturers have availed them- 
Belves of this opportunity to get their 
goods before the public, and moat of 
those that have done so, have neglected 
to provide cards, which visitors can 
carry away with them, nor do they have 
any tepresentative near their exhibits 
to explain them. A representative of 
the Colonist Bpent upwards of an hour 
trying to find some one to tell him about 
a couple of exhibits, and ho searched 
one large collection high and low for 
something to indicate wdiere it was from. 
In another case the person in charge, 
though civil enough, acted aB thougl 
any particulars in regard to the exhibit 
were state secrets, which it would be 
lose MajeBto to disclose.

He did not have any cards to give away, 
which was au omission that he will 
remedy next time; but ho was constant- 
ly on hand and never wearied of answer- 
ing questions, though some of them 
must have been put to him hundreds of 
times. This fruit preserving company 
of Victoria have their really beautiful 
exhibit right opposite the main entrance, 
and the display is so tastefully arianged 
that it is undoubtedly the most beauti- 
ful exhibit in the building. The com- 
pany shows fruit preserved both in glass 
and tin ; also fruit in course of prepara- 
tion for preserving, showing its highqual- 
ity. They likewise exhibit green peas, 
green beans and green corn in glass 
lair. The samples are all put up in very 
attractive style, and ought to become 
extremely popular. In the case of the 
vegetables, they are put in the bottles 
and cooked. The air is driven off 
through a hole in the cover. There 
seems to be no good reason why they 
should not keep indefinitely. A sample 
of English black currants, put up in 
this way four years ago, looks as perfect 
as the day tho currants wore picked. 
The quality of the jams iB excellent, and 
the same is true of the pickles and 
vinegar. This firm has only fairly got 
under way. Mr. Price hopes much from 
the proBpect of action by the Dominion 
government to prevent the sale of adul- 
terated jam. A factory of this kind is 
an excellent thing for the province, for 
it useB home-grown fruits, home-made 
Eugar and home-grown vegetables. A 
large list of premiums testifies to the 
quality of its goods.

RICHER THAN DREAMED OF. 

A United States Commissioner's Report on 
tli e Klondyke and the Routes to It. 

An authoritative report upon the Klon- 
dyke and other gulden districts of the 
far North, from a source certainly not 
biassed in favorof these wonderful Cana- 
dian gold lields, is contained in a letter 
by United States Commissioner Ken- 
ueth M. JackEon, in which he says: 

"The country now attracting the at- 
tention of the world, known under the 
general term of the Yukon country (the 
Klondyke being only a small tributary 
of the great Yukon river), ia an instance 
in point. Cold has been known to exist 
in every direction over tho vast area, but 
the difficulty ia getting in supplies haB 
been so great, practicably insurmount- 
able, that until large lindawere made by 
sinking no excitement resulted. Now 
people are beginning to appreciate the 
almost unlitni table resources of the re- 
gion, and in the near future, with im- 
proved and cheapened transport facili- 
ties, the eyes of the poor man will be 
turned to it, and bo will see in it a solu- 
tion of all his difficulties and probably 
find ir. The $5 a day clean-up will be as 
eagerly sought for and as rapidly located 
as thB$l()0 a pun digging ie looked for 
now. In fact, mining — 1 mean placer 
mining — will become a business, a recog- 
nized permanent occupation, instead of a 
venture, as it is now, 

"Outside mining, the resources of that 
portion of the country just referred to are 
practically inexhaustible in timber and 
food fishes, with game and email fruitB 
as a desirable adjunct, For agricultural 
purdoses it is valueless. The placet- 
country is all in the interior on the 
Stickeen, theHootalinqua, the Stewart, 
the Polly, the Yukon, the Copper and 
their innumerable tributaries, and at 
the head of Cook Inlet, and on the small 
streams emptying into it. 

"Of all the routes into the Yukon 
country I would advise the one via 
VV'rangel, the Stickeen river and Lake 
TeBlin, as presenting less difficulties and 
hardships. By next spring the only 
portion ot this route that cannot be 
made by steamboat or rail will tie over 
an easy puck trail from the Stickeen to 
Lake Teslin, a distance of about 135 
miles, and upon which the British Col- 
umbia government is now spending 
money, and over which a wagon or rail 
road will be constructed very soon. 

" From Lake Teslin down the Hoota- 
linqua to tho miaeB one or two steam- 
boats will bo running next year. I ad- 
visedly caution persons from attempting 
the trip till next spring, and when they 
do start, if possible, arrange to buy a 
year's supply of grub per capita when 
they get to the Coast. One can get bet- 
ter information as to what is needed here 
than at home."

ENTERED INTO EES REST. 

Jndse H. M. Ball, One of the Historic Fig- 
ures of Old Cariboo, Is No More. 

Letters from Cariboo received by last 
evening's mail chronicle tho decenBe at 
his home in Barkerville, of Judge H. M. 
Ball, a native of England and one of the 
historic figures of the famous gold dis- 
trict that lie had long made his home. 
The late honorable gentleman, who was 
12 yenra of age at hia demise, spent hie 
younger manhood in the Imperial ser- 
vice in Australia, coming thence to Brit- 
ish Columbia a little more than a quar- 
ter oi a century ago. 

In 1S71 or 1872 he was appointed gold 
commissioner for Cariboo, proving in 
that capacity one of tho ableBt men 
whoso namea are identified with the 
mining history of Western Canada, His 
just and courteous administration of the 
mining laws won for him tiie cordial re- 
spect and co-operation of the mining 
population, ami his commissionership 
might be reviewed and copied with ad- 
vantage by anyone having similar deli- 
cate duties entrusted to him. 

It was in connection with thoGrouBO 
Creek riots, which threatened for a time 
to be very serious for British Columbia, 
that Commissioner Ball, also entrusted 
with the duties of a local judge, came 
most prominently before ttie public. 
His lirm stand in these troublous times 
will as long be remembered by old- 
timers aa will the diplomatic courEO 
pursued by then Chiei Justice Needham, 
through whose personal efforts the dis- 
agreement was finally made an end of.

Another Salmon Laden Ship Sails 
for the Old Country 
—Notes. 



An important piece of news to thoBe 
interested in the export lumber trade 
was received yesterday from San Fran 
cieco, to the e (feet that the Pacific Pine 
Lumber Co. Iuib decided to dissolve. 
This company, a combination of five 
large firms, including Uaneon & Co., 
Penton HolmeB & Co., Pope ec Tolbert, 
and a couple of others, for twelve yearB 
has been running and to a great extent 
controlled prices on the Pacific coaBt. 
The decided dissolution which takes 
place at the end of the year is not agree 
able news to people interested in lum- 
ber for it means practically that the five 
firms having severed their partnership, 
will enter into competition with each 
other and so add to the trouble now ex 
perienced of low prices. The effect on 
the export lumber trade will therefore 
be anything but healthy. 

THE " MINNIE " HOME. 

Another sealing schooner to reach port 
from Behring Sea is the Minnie, Capt 
Victor Jacobsen, whicli was brought into 
port by the steam schooner Mischief, 
The Minnie brings a catch of 8 ( J7 skins, 
which, added to her CoaBt catch of 103, 
makes a total of 1,000 for the season's 
work. Capt. Jacobsen bears out the 
story already told by others of the 
branding by Professor Jordan's assist- 
ants driving the seals away from the 
PribyloM islands, for he reports that the 
seals are very plentiful outside the pro 
tected zone, though they are very wild 
and hard to approach.
